TIME FOR DECISION IS NOW ON 
FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF UPLAND 


People might well become more interested in what is hap- 
pening in the community. This month is the time for decision. 

We again refer to the residential development proposals 
and policies that will be made on June 26 by the city planning 
commission. 

The question is: shall development north of Foothill boule- 
vard be restricted to large lots? 

Answer to this question is vital to everyone in the com- 
munity, not only to the residents on and adjacent to Euclid 
in the citrus area. If the large lot restrictions are approved 
by the planning commission, residential building will be on 
a very slight scale in that area. Other parts of the community 
will then be developed more rapidly by commercial subdivid- 
ers, 


We will grant that Euclid avenue frontage should be 
saved for people who want to erect unusually large and nice 
residences. We do not believe, however, that 31/, square 
miles of the area north of Foothill should be restricted to large 
lots. The current proposal takes in too much territory. 

The proposed plan is that 80-foot lots be permitted in 
the area from Foothill boulevard to Fifteenth street and from 
San Antonio avenue to a point 20 acres east of Euclid avenue; 
and for 150-foot lots from Fifteenth to Twenty-fourth streets 
and from San Antonio to Campus avenues. 


Establishment of large lot sizes on Euclid avenue and a 
gradual reduction in lot sizes as development extends east 
and west from Euclid might appear to be a more logical an- 
swer to the proposal. 


Answer to the proposal should not rest entirely with the 
planning commission and the city council. Expressions should 
come from more property owners concerned and from citizens 
in general. 

Harold Stewart, whose firm is the largest owner of citrus 
property in the district, signed the petition calling for large 
lots. He has now asked that his name be deleted from the 
petition and he said he would not offer any objection to the 
proposed development of the “Manker property” on West 
Thirteenth street. 


It is likely other signers of the petitions did so only as a 
matter of convenience rather than an expression of convic- 
tions. 

A dozen people from time to time have expressed their 
views at the commission meetings. They are to be commend- 
ed for their part in the proceedings. Many scores of other 
property owners are directly concerned and they should also 
let their views be known personally. 

A compromise program of restrictions is likely and people 
in the community should have a voice in it.

If nominated “Ike’’ will be the 
choice because he is not a politician.

Two years ago “what-ever-you-call-it-in-Korea” started. 
Today enormously swollen forces face each other right where 
the business started. 

Ever since that morning of June 26, 1950, when the North 
Koreans started their attack the battle has raged over there 
and over here. And it may continue to be fought on the 
battle front and the political fronts. 

How it will end is a perplexing question. Mistakes have 
been made in many phases of the nation’s world and domestic 
policies. The only apparent answer now is a strong nation, 
strong in spirit and in power.
